Genllsmen.—I lako this mothod of onle 


ing a complaint against Officer Beaumor, 
for entering my house on the morning of tho 
llth of January nnd taking therefrom my 
sou William and takiiir. him to the station 
house without any writ or complaint at al 
whatever, without you can call tho follow, 
lug one: 


It seems that Mr. Crandall's boy lost his 


sled and it was traced lo my boy who look 
it out of Mr. Crandall's yard and nsod it for 
one evening and then returned it. Tho 
loss of tho sled coming to Mr. Beaumont's 
hearing, ho look it upon himself to arrest 
my boy. When Mr. Crnndall heard of tho 
boys arrest ho .immediately notified tho 
city marshal to release him as ho would not 
make any complaint for ho considered that 
tho boy hud dono no more harm than a great 
many br.ys would havo dono that had no 
sled. Upon his request Iho city marshal 
released my boy and he returned homo. 


After the release of my boy Mr. Beau- 


mont on his own responsibility wrote to 
the snpcrinltudent of (he stnto reform 
school, stating, as ho said, tho facts, where- 
upon Ibo'superintendent wroto in return 
for Iho boy to bo sent up which Mr. Beau- 
mont proceeded to do, and did do without 
notifying any officer in power higher than 
himself. 
Ho came lo my house on Iho 


evening of tho 2«b atfl.sop. M., and de- 
manded my boy who was then in bed. I 
wished Iho boy lo slay at homo that night 
but Mr. Beaumont wantod him and took 
him from mo without n writ, or any power 
at all. Now, gentlemen, is this justice? Ia 
this right? I leave it with you Inmting that 
you will noo Justice dono.
